H. Rives Pollard Shot Dead in Front 
of His Office. 


Heavy Damages for Invading Yhe 
Privacy ef Domestic Life. 


THE OFFENSIVE ARTICLE. 


[Special Dispatap to Louisyilie Courier-Journal.) 
RicumonD, Nov. 24.—H, Rives Pollard was 
shot and killed here to-day, on account of. an 
article published by Pollard in the Southern 
Opinign reflecting upon Miss Mary Grant, the 
daughter of W. H. Grant, a wealthy tobacco 
nist of this city. 
About ten o'clock this morning, as Mr. Pol 
lard wus approaching the office of the Opiuion, 
a shot was fired from an upper window of a 
house opposite, and Mr. Pollard fell, pierced 
by eleven buckshot, one of which entered his 
heart.

barreled gun, with one barrel empty, being 
found in the room.

THE CAPITOL DOORS. 


Entrance to the National Menagerie. 
{Washington Letter tothe Baltimore Sun, 2.4) 
The new bronze doors, cast at Ames’ foun- 
dry, Chicopee, Masa, for.the Senate wing of 
the “capitol, have been placed in position, and 
are already og iene | much attention from 
visitors. It is impossible in a limited space to 
vive a proper conception of what these doors 
really are. The main ideas of the ornate de- 
sign are peace and war, and to counect as far 
as may be the Father of bis C Ountry with the 
two eras, and as the door is a double one, a 
side 1s properly given to each. Each side is 
divided into five sections or panels—those at 
the bottom being a little larger and those at 
the top a little smaller than the others. The 
two upper panels are alike, and = are 

intended for lighting or ventilating. 

They are composed of open or tracery work, 
sLowing a star in the center, surrounded bya 
circular wreath of oak and i the four 
corners ey A occupied by leaves and 
acorns, sad the whole ni Begs a beautiful and 

appropriate combination. Then follow the 
typical and historical scencs. The upper one 
on the right-hand side represents the Lattle of 
Bunker Hill, with General Warren in the fore- 
ground, falling mortally wounded. Next 
comes W achington, rebuking Lee at the battle 
of Monmouth, which is followed by a repre- 
sentation of the battle of Yorktown vith 
Alexander Hamilton on foot, leading a charge. 
In corresponding spaces on 'the opposite 8 side 
come the views—first, the laying of the cor- 
ner-stone of the capitol by ashington, next 
Washington taking the oath of office as Presi- 
dent, followed by the entry of Washington 
into Trenton. 

The two base panels are general rather than 
specific in their design and signification— the 
scene on the one side showing a pioneer farmer 
defending his home, wife and child from 
the assaults of a foreign soldier, while on the 
other is represented the husbandman in time 
of peace, surrounded by bis family and the im- 
plements and fruits of his industry. The fig- 
ures throughout are in h relief, and the 
portraits and costumes the distinguished 
personages prominent in the different scenes 
= inten to be historically correct. Ar- 

ts think these doors compare favorably with 
eo on the House side, and which were cast 
abroad. Each door weighs 4,000 pounds, and 
the entire work, doors, mouldings, soffit, etc., 
weigh 14,000 pounds. Including the repairs 
to models, four years have been consamed in 
their cas sting. ve designs were made by 
Crawford, though he had not fully completed 
the models when he died. The models then 
remained untouehed for a long time, untit 
Rhinchart, the celebrated ‘sculptor, finished 
them. The doors were ordered in the early 
part of President Pierce’s administration.

The submission of the Union to 
the arbitrament of the sword was a fearful 
experiment. But the submission of the 
rights of the people, as citizens and as 
States, to despotism, is the last experiment 
which fanatical and corrupt politicians can 
make with the proud old Republic. Ii will 
not only call out the hidden antagonisms 
in the bosoms of the American people, but 
it will create new forces, and direct them 
against the genius of popular government, 


and the end may be the loss of all liberty. 


But the experiment of governing by the 
sword is the most perilous that a people, 
wishing to maintain democratic institu- 
tions, can possibly institute. It is impossi- 
ble for, the love and spirit of liberty to be 
long maintained where the civil gives place 
to military rule. ~The North may, for a 
time, maintain her popular institutions 


, while subjecting the fallen South to mili- 


tary government. While sacrificing the 
white man to the négro, she may, for a 


) time, maintain her rights. But if she per- 


sist, her own heart mus$ become corrupt, 
her own conscience defiled, her own will 
debauched, and made the slaye of lusts 
end crimes inconsistent with her own lib- 
erty. Curses, like chickens, come home to 
roost. The wicked falls into the pit 
that he dug for his neighbor. The op- 
pressor ends by ruin of himeelf. The ty- 
rant is caught in the net of his own de- 
vices. Once overleap the sacred barriers of 
the Constitution, and it is diffietiit to get 
back. Once open the heart to the evil 
spirit of tyranny, and who shall exorcise 
it, if it is foul within? No, no; There is no 
safety for the North but in preserving the 
liberty of the South. If the one falls, so 
must the other. To the grave wherein is 
buried the liberties of the South must so 
be borne the liberties of the North, for se- 
pulture. God has ordained that he who 
smites his brethren shall be brought low; 
that the lawless spirit shall sooner or later 
bring forth its own punishments. 

The Radical party are fanatics. The 
spirit of fanaticism inspires them. This 
makes them dangerous even as men, but it 
renders them fearful instruments of ruin as 
rulers in the State. Perhaps it will require 
a period of tremendous convulsions to open 
the eyes of the people to their real aims 
and ends; to reveal the impracticable na- 
ture of their dreamy doctrines and visionary 
schemes, and the remorseless cruelty of the 
spirit of gheir politics. But time will work 
out all things. Surely it cannot require muc 
longer to satisfy the negro-worshipers of 
the North that they have offered enough to 
their black Deity. If he cannot be pro- 
pitiated with the blood that has been shed, 
would he be rendered merciful by the 
slaughter of the nation? Let it be remem- 
bered that the idea of conquest and of pro- 
ducing national unity by the sword belongs 
toantiquity and tedespotisms. The genius 
of modern statesmanship renounces such 
idea as morally and politically wrong, and 
restricts the sword te the sphere of main- 
taining constitutional government alone. 
All beyond is illegitimate ; and constitu- 
tional government is nothing but the people 

overning themselves.

‘whose behalf its influence is immediately 


exerted afford to have itso. The people 
of the South are looking to us in their sore 
distress for counsel, not for stimulation. 
They look upon us as a lighthouse upon 
the border, and expect us to point out to 
them, as far as we are able, the shifting 
currents of the time as the tide of events 
ebbs and flows. We dare not sliow them 
false lights. We are bound to tell them 
the truth, as far as we see it, and, lest we 
are mistaken, we are bound also to give 
them our sources of information. This is 
the real fouridation of our strength; and 
even those of our Democratic friends 
who think we are not as piously Demo- 
cratic nor as devoutly patriotic 
as we might be, or as_ they, 
in the plenitude of their wisdom and vir- 
tues, are, even these, we say, should, if 
they are true to their professions, be thank- 
ful that the Democracy of Kentucky has a 
channel through which it can speak, not 
only toitself, but to the Democracy of the 
whole Union, not omittinga large circle of 
Republicans whom we keep on hand in a 
state of suspense between the pulpit and 
the mourner’s berches, and whom we ex- 
pect, including Grant of course, to convert, 
by-and-by, into honest, conservative ma- 
terial. 

Journalism now-a-days is a progressive 
science. It has duties far beyond the mere 


| duty of a professional partisan, The days 


of “organs” have gone out. Ward politi- 


| cians and crossroad statesmen can no 


longer start a newspaper with a handful of 


shinplasters and a few cast off type and | 
| spread-eagle, fotrth-of-July finery. Such 


experiments are costly and don't pay. The 
only “organ” that is worth anything to a 
cause is a thoroughly live, upright, inde- 
pendent press, warmed by honest impulses, 
inspired by straightforward and tangible 
purposes, having faith in itself and for its 
work, and working day and night in 
the interest of some great princrple which 
it presents to all classes from an elevated 

and not an exclusive point ot view. Such 
a press is the Cournrer-JournaL. It says 
just what it thinks ought to be said, re- 
gardiess of consequences; and, not looking 
so much to technical questions of consist- 
ency as to the infinite variety of eircum- 
stances that affect the development of lead- 
ing facts and measures, it seeks only as 
each day passes on its round to give thereof 
a faithful transcript or reflection. This is 
the extent of its designs upon Grant. This 

is the extent of its disloyalty to mere par- 

tyhood, when the partisan is carried be- 

yond the limits of reason or popular credi- 

bility. 

We take a cheerful, not a somber view 
of the prospect before us. We are not 
going to the devil cither by the cars or ina 
band-basket* Put, on the contrary, we 
are on the eye of great reactionary events, 
which will lead us ultimately to peace; dnd 
if it pleases heaven to give us Grant, why 


heaven be praised, and “bully for Grant.” 


Grant’s Sword. 

~The Radical papers afe generally agreed 
that the military prestige of General Grant 
will havea salutary effect upon the South.

how the people of the North can be de- 
| ceived by it. But deceived they are, and 

so sweet is that deception that they are wil- 
ling to peril their own liberties in trying to 
elevate the negro to political power. It is 
not to be concealed that much of this up- 
natural attempt upon the liberties of the 


ington, but, notwithstanding the very good 
place where it appears, we are considera- 
bly unprepared to indorse or accept the 
conclusions or inferences or hopes expressed 
in regard to the indications held out by the 
early appearance of Governor Morton and 
Senator Trumbull at; Washington. Those 
two Senators, both very able men, have 
sometimes received the righteous denuncia- 
tion of the Democratic party, and quite as 
much of the time, if not more of the time, 
the fierce objurgations of their own party- 
Morton and Trumbull have done some 
good things. They have done more bad 
ones. They have in times past, with great 
ability, started out upon courses which, if 
persistent!y and bravely pursued, would 
have made them benefactors of the country. 
But they have both failed, as yet, in politi- 
cal and moral courage. They have bowed 
down to aspirit that they did not believe 
in, a spirit that they knew to be a spirit of 
evil--the spirit of Radicalism. They have 
bowed down to it from mere cowardice. 
Therefore.we say that we do not cherish 
any especial hope or expectation of 
good from the early presence of Governor 
Morton and Senator Trumbull) at Washing- 
ton, We'would somewhat rather see Mor- 
ton and Trumbull there than Butler and 
Wilson and Phillips and Grecley, but 
indeed we don’t know that we have 
any very appreciable ground for discrimi- 
nation. 


They Had Better Not. 

The bondholders and other Radical lead- 
ers are insisting upon two measures in re- 
gard to the finances. They demand the 
commitment of the Government and the 
nation, first, to the payment of the 5-20 
bonds in gold, a policy not required, as 
they themselves recognize, by any law; 
and, second4fan immediate return to spe- 
cie payments. If they think that they can 
carry out these two measures or policies 
without conjuring up a storm that will 
sweep them and — party off the face of 
things, they are amiong the most arrant 
financial fools that live. 

It is undoubtedly a fact that our people 
became, during the war, and have been be- 
coming since, insemsible, in a considerable 
degree, to the faults, errors, blunders and 
crimes of the Radical party in. respect to 
the natinnal finances. But let the terrible 
financial calamity come, that would inevit- 
ably follow, and most quickly follow, the 
carrying out of the financial programme of 
the Radicals,and the Radical party will 
disappear before the breath of the people as 
the host of .Sennacherib vanished before 
the breath of the Lord. The Radicals had 
not better undertake to bully destiny.

But it is a grave question whether Cuba 
would gain anything by being transferred 
to the United States or not, or whether the 
United States would gain anything by the 
transfer.

five-fold, and, if Cuba shall be annexed to 
the Uiiited States, the negroes of the island 
will possess the supreme power. Have we 
any reason to think that they will use their 
power more sparingly or mercifully toward 
the whites than the negroes of San Do- 
mingo have used theirs? Have we any 
cause to think that Cuba will not be an 
absolutely negro-dominated region? Do 
we want such a region? Have we not 
enough region of that sort already?

A $T. LOUIS HORROR. 


Alleged Cruelty to a Patient in the 
City Hospital. . 


[From the §t. Louls Democrat, 22d.] 

A suit has been commenced in the Circuit 
Court, by James Murtaugh — the city to 
recover $15,000 damages for alleged ill-treat- 
ment at the City Hospital. 

The petition states that on the 20th of Janu- 
ary last he was taken sick with brain or typhoid 
fever, and that on the 26th of the same month 
he was removed by order of the Board of 
Health to the City Hospital. It goss on to 
state that the plaintiff was cruelly and inhu- 
manly bound down to a bedstead fn a cell; his 
wrists were tied to cither side of the bedstead, 
and his ankles were fastened to the foot of the 
same with cords and straps; that these 
wore into and tore away the skin and flesh, 
and that he still bears their merks. The 
petitioner alleges that while bound down he 
was cruelly and inhumanly treated; that his 
toes on“both his feet were badly frozen, and 
that, after weeks and months of suffering, they 


were all amputated by the physician. The | 
plaintifi states that all the toes of his left foot | 


were so decayed and hadly frozen that they 
could net be saved, but that on the right foot 
there were eS age se sound toes, and one 
tee almost healed; that said physician, not- 
withstandi this, unskillfully amputated all 
of them. e further states that, while in said 
suffering condition, before the amnjrutation was 
performed, he was compelled to work about 
the hospital, in cleaning the yard and doing 

That, while suffering 
fom typhoid fever, he was placed in a strait- 
jacket, as if he was a lunatic; that this was too 
short in the sleeves, and he suffered cxcruciat- 
ing pein in his fingers.

Alleged Cruelty to a Patient in the 


City Hospital. 


[From the §t. Louis Democrat, 22d.] 

A suit has been commeneed in the Circuit 
Court, by James Murtaugh against the city to 
recover $15,000 d eee 5 for alleged iil-treat- 
ment at the City a 

The petition states that on the 20th of Janu- 
ary last he was taken sick with brain or typhoid 
fever, and that on the 26th of the same month 
he was removed by order of the Board of 
Health to the City Hospital. It goss on to 
state that the ——, was cruelly and inhu- 
manly bound down to a bedstead in acell; his 
wrists were tied to cither side of the bedstead, 
and his ankles were fastened to the foot of the 
same with cords and straps; that these 
wore intojand tore away the skin and flesh, 
and that he still bears their marks. The 
petitioner alleges that-while bound down he 
was cruelly and inhumanly treated; that his 
toes on*both his feet were badly frozen, and 
that, after weeks and months of suffering. they 
were all amputated by the physician. The 
piaintif? states that all the toes of his left foot 
were so decayed and hadly frozen that they 
could not be saved, but that on the right foot 
there were two rfectly sound toes, and one 
toe almost healed; that said physician, not- 
ae gage this, unskiilfully amputated all 
of them e further states that, while in said 
suffering condition, before the amputation was 

rformed, he was compelled to work about 

e hospital, in cleaning the yard and doing 

reneral chamber-work. That, while suffering 

om. typhoid fever, he was_ placed in a strait- 
jacket, as if he was a lunatic; that this was too 
short in the sleeves, and he suffered cxcruciat- 
ing pein in his fingers.

BURGLARS _AROUND. 


Some of their Effectual and a 
Work Monday Night. 

The burylarioug gentry have been plying 
their avoeation w.tu great industry of late. On 
Monday night and yesterfay morning they 
seem to have been especially thriving and 
ubiquitous. They were heard of in at leasta 
dozen different places, but their most note- 
worthy operations were confined to the cen- 
tral portion of the cify.

Satisfied with this 
haul they made off without being detected. 
While they were plangering Mrs. Coleman 
was awake in the adjoining room, where she 
had gone to nurse a sick child. 
fall of the clothes when the burglars dropped 
or threw them down on the floor after rifling 
them, but she thought tlie noise had been 
made by a cat in the room, and did not go In 
to examine. In the morning the above 
diseovery was made. It was also found that the 
rejected jewelry, which was some of the most 
valuable, had been scattered upon the floor 
and left in the box. The unblushing scamps 
had used matches from a box in Mr. Coleman’s 
pocket with which to lumine their dark 
deeds. In fact, they were sublimely andacious 
in the whole transaction. From the footpriats 
about the premises Mr. Coleman judges that 
the midnight callers numbered four, one very 
large man, two medium sized men, and a small 
boy. They went into the next house, occu- 
pied by Mr. Coleman’s sister, Mrs. Doni- 
gan, and would doubtless have added 
largely to their spoils but for the 
wakefulness of Mrs. - Donigan. The 
rascals had seized a box of jewclry, but at that 
moment, Mrs. Donigan got up, which caused 
them to drop the treesure and decamp. She 
distinctly saw their shadows upon the wall as 
they skedaddled down stair:.

said that no honest Judge could long hesitute to 
pronounce against the speculative aiministration 
of Erie afiairs. But when cemplainants; defend- 
ants and even the judge represent but s0 many 
parties to a huge speculation, it is totally ont of 
place to talk of law or to 106K for ene This 
ineffectiveness of law is not to be regretted in 
this case so much for the sake of the ees Bie 
aunts In the suit against the company, for they de- 
liberately took risks against what they knew to 
be a desperate game and beavy olds on the other 
side, thereby becoming rtles to a dishonorable 
camping operation, calculated to deprave the 
busiPess morals of the community; but, for the 
“ake of the reputation ofeur Wall street capital- 
ists, it is a matter of infinite regret, for the whole 
class a ‘rs through the offenses of a few desper- 
aden
